fulness and destroy It« attractiveness almost
wholly. This should not have been permitted,
bOt It Is How too late to remedy It. It Is not too

late to prevnt the further Invasion of the plans
mid to maintain the semblance of an adequate
approach to the new station; and the members
of the Hoard of Trustees will assume a grave
responsibility If they yb-ld to even a part of the
demands of the Brooklyn Heljílitu Company.
We recognise the importance of bringing trol¬

ley-car passengers reasonably dose to the
Bridge, but It has been shown more than once

that this can be done without trenching <>n the
plaza. Although overshadowed by elevated rail¬
road tracks and bridges, what remains of the

plana is decidedly «rell worth proserrlng, though
nt present It Is SOcrattered with materials for the
Bridge station that no fair idea of it can be ob¬
tained. It will be an outrage upon the rights of
the people of Hrooklyn, who have Invested

$1,000,000 in this plaza, If It Is giren over in part
to a trolley company willing to pay the paltry
rental of 12,000 a year.

Seldom baa there been between the two sec¬

tions of the Dual Monarchy so grenl a contrast

In political, social and religious affairs as that

whi.li is now presented. In the Trane-Leithlan
kingdom, a-» we have just had occasion to

record, a vast revolution has been effected lit

the direction of civil and religions liberty, in

fact, all distinctions of church, and creed have

been abolished, end Christian and Hebrew.

Protestant and Catholic, are now .¦<iii.il before

the law. In the I'is-I.elthlan empire an almosl
equally grenl rerohttlon i* being effected, bui In

the contrary direction, toward religions despot-
bun. It began in some of the lar>:e provincial
towns, such as Balsburg, Una, Troppan, Una
and Iteichenlkprg. Now it has Involved Vienna

Itself eren more completely, and threatens to

extend throughout all Austria, it is not too

much to say that It is fraught wlih ominous slv:-
nllicance. not only for Austria, but for the union

of the monarchy, and for the maintenance of

the Triple Alliance anil the status quo in Europe.
Tin- Ami Semite party ha« «wept Vienna In

the municipal elections. That Is the salient

It has secured a fWO-tblrda
majority i<t tie- City Council by a more than
two-third« majority of the popular voie. Por
six years, therefore, Karl Lflger.a sort of Aus¬
trian Boulanger will be th- Chief Magistrate
of that capital, with an Irresistible majority at

his back, and with the besom of an almost In-

credlbly react lona it pro;.'ramme in his hand-.
That programme Is, in th.- Oral place, anti-
Jewlsh. It provides thai all Jews shail be ex¬

pelled ami excluded from the municipal service;
that no Jews shall be allowed to make contracts

with the municipal government, and that all

such contrails now existing shall be cancelled,
an 1 that the public schools, which are sup¬
ported by a general tax. «bull no longer be open
io Jewish children. That is the policy which
ilic government of Vienna will benceforth pur¬

Protestant leacbera will be allowed in the
schools, anil the whole system of public instruc¬
tion will h.- put into the hand« of the Roman
Catholic clergy a« completely a« it was before
tie- üb. i-.il 1.-Minion of 1808, That will be the
case in Vienna, and largely throughout Austria,
for the example of the capital Is bein« Imitated
far and wide. No wonder Dr. Richter says the
Vienna election was only the prelude to a great
struggle, In which the real leader «>n the Anti-
Semite aide will be not I»r. I.iltfer, but a far

more exalted and Important personage, who is

now using blm as a tool. The intimation la, of

course, that this reactionary movement Is di¬

rected from the Vatican itself, mid that Its object
is to punish Hungary for its liberalism and
Italy for In abolition nf the temporal power of
the Papacy by menacing or actually destroying
Austria's compromise with the one and her alli¬
ance with the other. Dr. Richter may take too
